The Gliding ,SchooI will operate 
during, the .two w^eeks -preceeding.

Kingston Board of Education 
Receives Protest Against 
Practice of Queen's 
Students 



FOR PSYCHOLOGY TESTS 



Students Think Protests 
Stupid— Assert TestsKn- 
valuable to Teachers 



Kingston, Ont., March 16.— 
(C.U.P.) — Kingston's municipal 
board of education registered a pro 
test recetnly against Queen's psy 
chology students using local pri- 
mary^school children for intelli- 
gence tests in child psychology 
courses. 

The Kingston Whig-Standard, 
commenting editorially, deplored 
the practice and suggested that if 
permission is to be granted, such 
should be given this year. 

The local daily claimed, however, 
that if the local children are to 
be subjected to such tests by in- 
experienced students, their parents' 
permission should be obtained first. 

Leading Queen's psychology stu- 
dents believe the protests of the 
board and the newspaper to be 
unnecessary and "rather stupid," as 
one senior remarked. The test em- 
ployed is the Stanford revision of 
the Binet-Simon test by Terman. 
It is claimed by students that the 
tests can be invaluable aids to 
teachers in diagnosing a child's real 
ability.

Relord Gup Debaters Speat on 
Gzecb iDdependence 

FAVOR NEUTRAL CANADA 



Second Year Arts Students 
Defeat Freshmen to Win 
Undergraduate Trophy 



«IpHE highest end of life is our 

own existence, and liberty 
is only a means to this end," was 
the principal argument advanced 
by Howard Minogue in his 
victorious argument against the 
resolution "Resolved That Lib^ 
erty is not a means to an end, 
but is the highest end in itself,"' in 
the final debate for the Talbot 
Papineau Cup, held in the Unioii . 
Ballroom last night. Glyn Owen 
was the other finalist, and in argu- 
ing for the motion pointed out that 
the essence of liberty consisted of 
the toleration of the minority point 
of view by the majority. He main- 
tained that this was the only way 
in which true pursuit of knowledge 
and truth can be achieved, the lat- 
ter being the ultimate end of human 
endeavour. 

Mr. Minogue in refuting this ar-^ 
gument stated that in practice it' 
was necessary to place certain re- 
strictions on minorities, in order to 
safeguard those measures of free- 
dom, wa^now . haye.-v By virtue .of 
last night's debate Minogue was the 
winner of the Talbot Papineau Cup 
emblematic of debating supremacy 
at McGill this year. 

In the second debate of the 
evening for the Arts' Undergradu- 
ate Shield, Sydney Barza and Alec 
Stalker of second year, upheld thé 
resolution "Resolved That It Is Not 
For Knowledge That We Come To 
College," against the freshman team 
of John Parker and Arthur Camp-. .^^, 
bell. The affirmative speakers^i?! 
stressed the fact that the chief 
benefits of a college education^ is 
not the knowledge that we derive 
from books and lectures but from 
the participation in extra-curricular 
and social activities of college life.

All good college students have now 
an opportunity of showing just whether all 
the lovely pacifist resolutions they passed 
in piping times of peace were mere 
rhetorical mouthings or straight promises. 

One of the many bright ideas of the 
"peace at any price" advocates is to avoid 
conscription by hieing them to the wild 
northland, where with rod, harpoon, and 
gun they may, indulge in plain living and 
high thinking, only to emerge after the 
debacle and restore civilization to a 
shattered world. 

It certainly seems as though the hour 
had struck. Britain has pledged her 
support to France, and Hitler is doing 
more 'than merely casting envious eyes at 
Lithuania, The only answer seems to be 
"Mobilization and War" in as large a type 
as the front page can take. 

Students who have pledgéd yourselves 
to pacifism, Oxford Union men who re 
solved firmly that under no circumstances 
you would fight for King and Country, 
disciples of Gandhi, do you hear the call 
of the wild, or was it just an idealistic 
gesture, a great big bluff? 

We await your answer with interest; 

To thè woods? or thé trenches? Which 
will it be? 

We would very much like to know.

Danger Ahead. 

In Europe today the democracies are 
.reaping the grand result following their 
diplomacy of . the last five years. They 
refused to enforce collèctive security and 
support the League of Nations on the 
grounds that they were avoiding war. 
They were supposed to be saving the peace 
of tlie world. Today we look at the fine 
mess their actions have created. The 
possibility of a world war is greater than 
it]||y^P^pn since 1918. And with the 
danger" so near let us look at what would 
happen in case of a world conflagration. 
As things stand now the fascists are 
headed for victory in Spain. Mussolini 
and Hitler are entrenched at the key of 
the Mediterranean. 

A submarine base at Bilbao can 
blockade the French coast and play havoc 
with the British line to the Far East. 
Gibraltar is in great peril. The French 
line of communications to her colonies is 
blocked by the Italian '^^Ê^&b the 
Balearics. And most important of all, the 
French army will have to be divided 
among those fronts — Germany, Italy and 
the Pyrenees. All in all the Rome-Berlin 
axis is in a fairly favourable position to 
destroy France. With France gone the 
domination of Italy and Germaiiy. in 
Eastern Europe is probable. 

The big question in this whole 
situation is the U.S.S.R. How strong is 
Russia after the recent purges? The 
power of Russia could swing the result, if 
she is as strong as her people claim. 
« <• « 

British Foreign Policy. 

With this state of affairs on the 
continent, and with her far flung Empiré 
so gravely threatened, Britain's foreign 
policy, as adopted by Prime Minister 
Chamberlain, is most stiipid. He clings to 
a policy of straight rearmament with no 
commitments, or action to seize the oppor- 
tunity for preserving peace. Ever since 
1931 British foreign policy has been lead- 
ing the world straight towards world war. 
First the destruction of the League of 
Nations and collective security and now 
rearmament. We all must agree that, 
under the present circumstances, British 
rearmament is necessarj', but there is no 
reason for Chamberlain to accept the 
certainty of a world war. And he is doing 
just that. I 

In his last speech before the House 
he even refused to defend the independ- 
ence of Czechoslovakia, or to stand by 
France and support her with a continental 
army. Evidently the plan is to surround 
Britain with a wall of steel and isolate her 
from the continent. The whole troublé, 
with this is that it won't work. Thè only 
purpose it serves is to shift the battlefield 
fréra the contihèht to the British Isles. 
It is interesting to noté that in that same 
speech Mr. Chamberlain said that Britain 
is in no way committed to fight for Austria 
or Czechoslovakian indépendènce. Evi- 
dently he has forgotten about the Geneva 
Covenant, Or perhaps he hasn't, 
« * * 

Et Tu Austria. 

It would be boring to relate the events 
which led to the complete absorption of 
Austria by her powerful nèighbour. Thé 
local press has covered the matter, but the 



misinterpretation of facts has been terrific. 

In the first place, the press took great 
pains to describe the "jubilation", and 
"enthusiasm" with which the Austrian 
nation greeted Hitler and his troops. And 
yet Hitler's own actions show that he ex- 
pected to be defeated at the plebiscite 
scheduled for last Sunday. Mobs , to be 
sure greeted Hitler,- but they are such a 
small part of a nation. And then too the 
opinion of Austrians outside the Father- 
land is decidedly anti-Nazis. This, there- 
fore, docs not resemble Ai^schluss, but is 
good old military occupation. The Ger- 
man police is purging the nation and the 
"dirty work", so necessary for the estab- 
lishment of Nazi civilization, "prepares" 
Austria for its new place in the world 
Before this, Hitler's state resembled more 
closely another flimsy dictatorial structure 
which has arisen from the post-war chaos 
Hitler's influence at home was none too 
sure, and his power uncertain. But this 
Austrian eoup has placed him at the eiic 
of a mid-European Empire. Germany is 
powerful once more.

Since we began writing this column 
everything has been coming our way, 
Especially ripe Iruit. Over-ripe fruit, in fact. 
To all kind friends who have been sending 
tomatoes, canned and otherwise, to thè above 
address, we give thanks. 

We can now sum up. Our first column 
expressed our firm belief that literature should 
consist entirely of epigrams; compressed 
wisdom, "infinite riches in a little room,' 
around which the reader can build his own 
essays and his own novels. Literature should 
be intellectual; it should make people think if 
it is to be truly beneficial. 

We realize, however, that few people arc 
capable of thought. They require detailed 
explanations before they even begin to grasp 
any idea. As a matter of fact, they hate thinlc 
ing, they hate new ideas; they prefer to build 
a cushion of illusion around themselves and 
float through life on that. Our second column 
was an ironical plea for the retention of 
illusions. Few understood the irony, as we 
had anticipated. 

Therefore, we continued with a series of 
essays on what various authors of today think 
of life, starting with the optimists and finishing 
up with the i>athologist8. They are not always 
typical: we preferred to writé about men we 
knew well rather than be unjust. They are 
all, be it noted, university men. Even the most 
cheerful of them is somewhat ironical with all 
his wholehearted enjoyment of existence. All 
save one are novelists: the novel is tbe^ modern 
fonn of expression. 

Clarence Day, the philosopher. Is kindest 
to us. He treats us as monkeys, and ascribe 
all our peccadilloes and eccentricities and 
stupidities to our simian ancestry, 

Christopher Morley writes of us as human 
beings, and likes us for being human; but then, 
he has never really suffered; his work is not 
written with blood and tears. He is a 
romanticist because he is not a great artist. 
Most college graduates fall into his category. 
They never seem to realize what life is. He 
has kept his illusions, and his higest strains, 
therefore, are those of PoUyanna, 

Cabell is an aristocratic Virginian with a 
hall-yearning for the days before the Civil 
War. A pseiido-aesthete of the genteel school, 
he "writes perfectly of beautiful happenings' 
to'€scai)e from the hoi polloi, from the Babbits, 
from reality, He is not even amusing because 
his romanticism has turned sour. Let us leave 
him to his ivory tower. 

Sinclair .Lewis is the author of Babbitt. 
•Nuiff said. As such, he received the Nobel 
prize in 1930, Just eight years too late. The 
Europeans who gave him that prize said in 
effect, "We always knew America^was Hell 
with the lid on. Now an^ American' Has con- 
fessed it. We give this award to the men who 
let us say, 'We told you so!' " Arrowsmith was 
a fine book, but not a great one, Elmer Gantr}', 
The Man Who Knew Coolidge, and Dodsworth 
were repetitive potboilers. None of Uiose books 
equalled|BaBWtt or merited the Nobel Prize. 
Liwis dainified América in thè éyes of Europe 
when hie wrbte that book, and we arë not 
insulting the United Statès, as our "American 
correspondent" seems to think we are, when we 
say that Babbitt does not èxpress the true 
America. Lewis wâs an ultra-sënsitivè victiiri 
of Babbitry, but fuhdàinentàUy hé is a Babbitt 
himself, as hè cbnfèssed. His latest book shows 
all his fundamental sentimentality for the 
Babbitt mind. Lewis never got below the 
surface of América; he is tossed around as 
niuch as h'is diaractttis are; hii works have no 
meaning, therefore. 

Aldous Huxley is a pessimist like Cabell, 
but unlike Cabell, he does not seek to escape. 
He burrows his nose in rottenness until he can 
see nothing wholesome in life and no hdpe for 
the future save in the passivity which is death, 
Joyce, on the other hand, with all his 
limitations— superficiality and self-pity— has not 
allowed life to get the better^| him. What

Some time ago we had occasion 
to mention in this column tiie fact 
that, given the opportunity to 
"make good" right here "at home, 
Canadian radio artists would relin- 
quish their search for success in 
the United States, Such a state of 
affairs, we said, would result in a 
purely Canadian body of radio 
artists, which in time would be 
isecond to none. As a final proof 
of this contention we should here 
like to relate the biography of one 
of the CBC's star singers, who was 
bom in Toronto, and has now come 
back there. 

She was a nice little girl with 
big brown eyes and her parents 
wanted her to be a school teacher, 
Because she was an obedient little 
girl, she studied hard and graduated 
from normal school as a kinder- 
garten specialist and waited for her 
first occasional téaching job. But 
all the time Sarah Siegel wanted 
to be a, radio star. It was no idle 
dream so she practised at the piano 
and wrote songs in her spare time. 
Then she found a partner and to 
gether they made their radio debut. 

Deception forced itself into her 
life for the fhrst time. . . . Sarah 
changed her namtf to Sally and 
kept her dates with the microphone 
for several weeks before she mus' 
tered up enough courage to confess 
to her parents. Then the duo be- 
came a trio and teaching became 
a secondary consideration. A 
radio career was Sarah's one bum' 
ing obsession. By this time (1930) 
she had won over family opposition 
enough to make "Sair Lee" her 
radio name and she progressed 
ifrom loicar sustainers in Toronto to 
special engagements with Percy 
Faith's nation network programme, 
"Gaiety and Romance." 

In 1935 Sair went to New York to 
visit a married sister and WHN 
gave h.er a programme all her own 
"Songs at the Piano." The young 
vocalist appeared on this daily 
feature at ten in the morning and 
at night sang blue songs for the 
habitues of a smart little cafe in 
the Fiities known as "l'Escargot 
D'Or," At Christmas time Sah: 
came home to Toronto to be brides 
maid at a wedding. Geoffrey Wad- 
dington was just about to open a 
special engagement at the Royal 
York and he asked Sair to remain 
as his vocalist She sang with the 
Waddington orchestra until June 
and then went to the Brant Inn 
to appear with Ferdy Mowry's or' 
chestra. 

During her stay at the popular 
resort a visitor from South Bend, 
Indiana, heard her songs and soon 
after Sair found herself on the train 
with a contract to sing at the smart 
Lido Club in South Bend. After 
that came an 'engagement with 
"Matinee Melodies" over the Mutual 
network and finally a place on the 
NBC feature, "Club Matinee" which 
now is an international exchange 
feature in Canada. By this time 
Sair felt she owed her family 
another visit,' so she came^back 
once more and CBC re-iriîrodticeià 
her to the nation network in the 
programme, "Songs at the Piano," 
broadcast from Toronto, Tuesdays 
at 5.30 p.m. E.S.T.- 

Skipping about for radio and 
night club engagements is no hard- 
ship for Sair. She loves to travel 
and she likes a life in which noth- 
ing comes too easily. "I like to 
work hard for everything I get, 
then I don't feel so guilty about 
giving up teaching," admits this 
runaway' school marm." 

Sair has no favourites and few 
prejudices. . . . .but she does take 
off her shoes when she is playing 
her own accompaniments for a 
broadcast. She always beats time 
with her feet and the noise disturbs 
her. She is an experienced camp 
councillor, loves swimming and 
tennis, writes songs as' a hobby, 
and has had two short stories 
accepted.

BAD POETRY CAN BE BAD 
EVERYTHING OR GOOD 
BAD VERSE, STATES 
PROFESSOR FROST 



"It is gratifying to see how many 
people are interested in bad poetry," 
quipped Professor Georgè Frost as 
he began his lecture on "Bad Poet- 
ry" làst night in the Tower Room, 

He went on to say that there were 
two categories into which bad 
poetry may be divided; (1) bad bad 
verse, which has bad rhythm, bad 
meter, bad eveirything, and (2) good 
bad verse, in which case either (a) 
the poet has no sense of hiimor, or 
(b) the poet has a sense of humor 
but lapses into bathos. We should, 
however, be careful in judging 
whether poetry is good or bad, as 
the connotation on a word changes 
as thè centuries drift by. To put 
force to this statement Professor 
Frost read a neat little lyric where- 
in the true love of the poet gave 
hhn as a token of her affection "a 
wild razzberry," 

One Phineas Fletcher, a bard of 
the 17th century, was then touched 
on and a few selected readings from 
"The . Purple Island" were read. 
"The Purple Island," it seems, was 
the metaphor used by Phineas to 
designate man. He began by giving 
a detailed description of those "sen- 
tinels of the mouth," the teeth, then 
the tonguè, and from thence to the 
lower regions. 

The 18th century is an age which 
is a veritable gold mine for the col- 
lector of bad poetry. This period 
being one of scientific advancement 
it is natural that a, few gems on the 
subject should hayèi^en written, 
Onè of the bé#i^'bn vaccination, 
which begins, "Innoculation, heav- 
enly maid, dèscend!" Mrs. Anne 
Taylor Gilbert, the writer of a little 
volume entitled, "Original Poems 
for Infant Minds," was extensivèly 
read, wherein Mrs, Gilbert gives 
sundry and assorted advice to in- 
fant minds.

concentrate all of the flying equip- 
ment of the club at the camp for 
this instruction schooL This will 
involve the use of two primary 
training gliders and the clubs sail- 
plane. A towing winch of the same 
type as that used by the Gliding 
Club of the Massachusetts Institute 
of Technology will be used in con- 
junction with the Club's tow car 
for take-off purposes. It is in- 
tended also to use the shock-cord 
method of launching for prelimin- 
ary training purposes. 

Arrangements are being made to 
•have the future gliding pilots make 
their home in tents located on the 
gliding site so that the most effi- 
cient v:'e of the two-week period 
may be made. A floating population 
of fifteen students is the aim of the 
club's executive and an effort will 
be made to insure that all under- 
going training will be able to make 
at least the simple evolutions pos- 



sible with the primary gliders be- 
fore the close of the school. 

The cost of intsruction and glid- 
ing charges is set at $1.50 per day. 
Meals and lodging in tents will 
come to a nominal additional 
charge. All applications to attend 
the Gliding camp and> inquiries 
should be addressed to either Jim 
Simpson or Tom Kierans c/o the 
Engineering Building.

Moreover by identifying themselves 
with an institution such as McGiU, 
students are motivated by the de- 
sire to acquire an attitude superior 
to that of the ordinary layman. The 
negative argued that it was the 
acquisition of . knowledge that 
makes possible the advancement of 
a student after graduation, and that 
it was this knowledge that* con- 
stituted the basis of his' services 
to society. Both sides were agreed 
that the alternative to the acquisi- 
tion of knowledge was not "raising 
h-11 all the year as intimated in 
a popular college ditty." 

It was the emphasis placed on 
the importance of extra-curricular 
activity in relation to strict aca- 
demic study that earned the affir- 
mative the decision of thé judges. 

A matter of vital current interest 
constituted the topic of the final 
resolution debated upon last night, 
namely, "Resolved, that this house 
would fight for the independence of 
Czechoslovakia." The participants 
in this debate were Bill McNaugh- 
ton and Horace Baugh, speaking for 
the affirmative, and Monty Berger 
and Saul Zatz for the negative. Tne 
affirmative speakers dealt with 
necessity of preserving democracy, 
and for the curtailment of the ex- 
pansion of dictatorships. They 
pointed out that by helping Czecho- 
slovakia should her independence 
be threatened by Germany wo 
would be preventing Hitler from 
"carving his murderous plans" des- 
tined to the destruction of democ- 
racy and freedom. 

The speakers for the negative of 
the resolution maintained that by 
going to war to thwart Hitler's ex- 
pansionist plans, ultimate victory 
for the democratic nations is not as 
certain as it may seem to be. The 
tremendous havocs which -war will- 
wreak are too great a cost to ^ay 
for the the goal set forth by. the 
affirmative speakers. The Reford 
Challenge Cup -was awarded to the 
most deserving single participant 
in this debate, and was won by 
Saul Zatz of the negative. In his 
address Mr. Zatz dealt with the ad- 
visability of Canada's participation 
in a war to preserve an independent 
democratic Czechoslovakia. He 
pointed out that it would be in the 
best interests of Canada to remain 
neutral not! only in such a -war, 
but in any -war.. He maintained 
that no matter how justifiable a 
war may be the destruction of life 
and property 'which it is bound to 
cause is not worth the risk. He 
also drew attention to the strong 
anti-war sentiment in this province, 
and pointed out that participation in 
any overseas war may cause Que- 
hec'B secession from Confederation. 

The judges of last night's debates 
were Prof. Noad, Lovell Carroll, 

prominent McGill law graduate, 
and Mr. Guy Tombs, eminent Mont- 
real business man. The latter acted 
as chairman of the judges, and in 
announcing the judges' decisions, 
commended the high quality of the 
debates. ' 

Morton Godine, Vice-President of 
the Debating Union, and President- 
elect, acted as chaiman for -the 
evening. -

Possibly 
the hope is vain; at least the attempt shows 
a confident facing of facts.

SCBOLARSHIPS IN ARTS AND 
SCIENCE. 

Instead of the Second and Third 
Year Scholarships mentioned on 
pages 18-23 of the Scholarship An- 
nouncement ' there will be the fol- 
lowing scholarships offered and 
competed for in the manner in- 
dicated: 

Group I— Second Year Scholarships 
Six scholarships usueUy of a 
minimum value of $100 each are 
offered to students advancing from 
the first to the second year for 
general proficiency or for pro- 
ficiency in particular subjects of 
study. The awards will be made 
on the basis of the students' com- 
plete academic records and on 
recommendations from the depart- 
ments, in -which they have taken 
their courses. 

Group IV— Third Year Scholarships 

Eight scholarships or more, 
usually of a minimum value of $100 
each, are offered to students ad- 
vancing from the second to the 
third year in both the General 
Course and Honour Courses, on the 
basis' of academic record and re- 
conunendations from departments. 
Group VI— Fourth Year Scholarships 

Students advancing to the fourth 
year who have distinguished them- 
selves in the General Course or in 
Honour Courses may be recom- 
mended to Senate by the Faculty 
for the renewal ot a scholarship 
previously held or for the award 
of a University Scholarship. 

It will be observed- that the 
scholarships are open to competi- 
tion by students in the General 
Course as well as in Honour 
Courses, and that no special 
Scholarship Exaniinations are to be 
held in September. The awards 
will be made at or shortly after 
Convocation.

THE GRADUATES' SOCIETY OF 
McGILL UNIVERSITY 



. One of the oldest established of 
the Societies at McGill, the 
Graduates' Society, has been a valu- 
able contributor to the life and 
welfare of the University. The idea 
of a Society of McGill graduates 
originated between 1850 and 1860, 
when the McGill University Society 
was formed in Montreal. It was 
hoped|^at^^,,orgahization would 
eventuaSy'^lMlude all graduates, 
but it was not until May, 1876, that 
a ge^ieral meeting of all the gradu- 
ates was called. Thr&3. weeks later 
a constitution and . by-laws were 
adopted, and in 1880 the Graduates' 
Society of McGill University was 
incorporated by Act of the Quebec 
Provincial Legislature. ' ' 

In these years.the Society had 
harge of several important func- 
tions. Of these, one was the 
Founder's Festival, an annual re- 
ception^; held in Molson HaU in 
commemoration of the foimder of 
the 'University. Another was the 
Graduates' Dinner, held annually 
oii the evening of Arts Convocation, 
The Society was very helpful in 
raising funds for University pur- 
poses. The Library Fund, begun in 
1876, is of much value In making 
important additions of books to the 



Library. The administration of the 
University was also shared in by 
the Society; which elected repre- 
sentative fellows to the Corpora- 
tion. 

There was, unfortunately, a lapse 
of interest and activity from 1901 
imtil a reorganization in 1911. In 
this latter year a campaign for 
$1,000,000 was instituted' and a con- 
siderable stimulus given to gradu- 
ate interest in the University, 

From 1911 until the outbreak of 
the War, the Society undertook the 
development of three main activi- 
ties, the Stadium (now known as 
the Percival Molson Memorial Sta- 
dium), with its Graduate Guarantee 
Fund; a reunion, originally propos- 
ed for 1913, planned for 1915 and 
abandoned on account of the War; 
and formation of the Advisory 
Board of the Students" Council in 
1913. 

The War activities of the Society, 
the first record of wliich is in the 
minutes of August 12th, 1914, gave 
a new impulse, which brought with 
it a large increase in membership 
during 1915 and 1916: The Society 
was tostrumental in raising several 
units at McGill for overseas service, 
which unite reflected great honor 
and credit on the University 
throughout the course of the War. 

In 1919, with the resumption of 
pre-war organization, the first step 
was the appointment of a perma- 
nent secretary. This was followed 
by the revision of the Constitution, 
the appearance of the "McGill 
News," the quarterly magazine pub- 
lished • by the Graduates' Society, 
and various other new activities. 

In the revision of the Constitution, 
the idea was to make ,the 'Society 
as broad as possible ■ to include 
graduates all over the world, either 
as individual 'members or as mem- 
bers of branch societies. As it was 
felt that a local society might 
hinder the activities of the parent 
society, it was decided riot to have 
one in . Montreal. A special excep- 
tion, however, was made for the; 
women graduates, whose Alumnae 
Society was continued as in the past. 
In order to accentuate the fact that 
every graduate member, wherever 
he or she lived, would have an 
equal say in the affairs of ■ the 
Society, the' revised constitution 
planned that the Society should 
function solely by mail vote and 
through the columns of the "McGill 
News.'' It was not even intended 
to hold an annual meeting, and the 
only general meetings to be held 
would have been on such occasions 
as reunions. However, when the 
committee reported, the Society in- 
sisted on an annual meeting, which 
serves the purpose ot receiving the 
various reports and the results of 
the elections. 

In 1921 was held the first reunion 
in celebration of the one hundredth 
anniversary of the founding of the 

University. Another reunion was 
held in 1928, and these reunions 
have been repeated each five years, 
in 1931 and 1936. 

Under the new constitution, the 
lack of a Montreal Branch has been 
felt to be a distinct , drawback. At 
both reunions, the unknown factor 
has been the local graduate, the 
committees having bad great diffi- 
culty in estimating the probable 
attendance at the various functions 
of the Montreal graduates. Conse- 
quently steps were taken towards 
the formation of a Montreal Branch, 
the Constitution of the parent so- 
ciety was amended, and the local 
branch was launched in the autumn 
of 1928, under the leadership of Mr. 
H. M. Jaquays, M.A.Sc. ' . 

Three of the Governors of the 
University are ' elected from the 
Graduates' Society, three Graduates' 
Society representatives serve on the 
Athletics Board, and two on the 
Advisory Board of the Students' 
Council. The Graduates' Socie;ty, 
through its magazine,' the "McGill 
News,", keei>s' touch ' between the 
University' and the' graduate body 
at large. " , .'^ 

Since the war, the,' Society lias 
been credited with, the accomplish- 
ment of several aictivities of interest 
to University life. In 1920, more 
than oné million 'dollars' were con- 
tributed by the graduâtes during 
the Centennial campaign. In 1921 
a very i successful Grddubtes' Re- 
union was- held.' In' 1923 the 
Graduates' Endowment Fund was 
started, wliich now amounts to 
more than $90,000. - In ^ the came 
year the' Society olitained recogni- 
tion of its importance to the Uiil- 
verslty by being given representa- 
tion on thé • Board of Governors. 
In 1924 a complete Directory of 
Graduates was compiled' and pub- 
lishediA In 1928 another successful 
Graduates' Reunion was held. At 
the present time the Society is pro- 
moting three, of Its main activities, 



the Sir Arthur Currie Memorial | 
Gymnasium - Armoury Building 
Fund, the formation and interest in 
Branch Societies, and the publica- 
tion of the "McGill News." 

This outline would not be com- 
plete without a referehce to the 
activities ot the Alumnae Society, 
which' is composed largely of 
graduates of the Royal Victoria Col- 
lege and which operates as a 
branch of the Graduates' Society. 
They arrange for lectures to be 
given on Founder's Day, usually by 
a newly apopinted member of the 
Staff; an active interest is taken 
in, the Federation of University 
Women, both National and Inter- 
national; and sùppôirt- is given to 
the University Settlement and the 
hospital libraries. A pleasant func- 
tion which the Alumnae Society 
sponsors is. an annual tea given to 
the women of the graduating class. 



DARTMOUTH UNDERGRADUATE 
DAILY BLASTS BORING 
COURSES, MOSSGROWN 
CUT SYSTEM, 

Claims Hanover Facility Hinders 
Learning by Detached and 
Apathetic Stand 



In accordance with its avowed 
editorial policy of "croaking, and 
croaking. loud about the soggy spots 
in the cake of College life . . ." the 
daily Dartmouth, . Indian ' underr 
graduate newspaper; iiriaugtirated an 
attack on Dartmouth academic con- 
ditions Tuesday, ' ' 

An editorial, calling for a "swift 
kick to knock the dust out of Dart- 
mouth's baggy green pants," de- 
scribed most Dartmoiith men as 
having an entirely wrong concep- 
tion of the purposes of a college 
education. This "infantilism" or 
"googooism" is the result of a fac- 
ulty which "lives in a- vacuum and 
grinds out lectures like so many 
rusty phonographs." 

Harder Curriculum Demanded 

Teachers are criticized for not 
attempting to make their courses as 
interesting and stiniulating as they 
might be. Growing student apathy 
can be traced to this faculty disin- 
terestedness. The Dartmouth sum- 
marizes the undergreduate attitude 
to studies- as a "game the object of 
which is to see how little you can 
make the teacher think you are 
capable of learning." 

Cut System Motheaten 

Cutting rules are another, evil 
attacked by the Dartmouth. The 
existing cut system, is said to "take 
the student's mind off his purpose in 
coming to college, and relegates in- 
tellectual responsibility to the dean's 
office." 

The editorial hasten? to assert its 
admiration , pf the ..College as a 
whole, however, terming it "the best 
college we've ever been to, and we 
don't wish we were anywhere else. 
While we're here enjoying it ... as 
individual students, as a newspaper, 
we'll be chiefly interested in what's 
wrong with it."— Harvard Crimson.
